Adequate price controls should form the first line of de- 
fense for the purchasing public, but price controls are not 


enough. They must be accompanied 
by higher taxes and other meas- 
ures that tend to lessen the infla- 
tionary pressures of a defense 
economy. 

Among the kindred measures, 
eredit controls appear the most im- 
portant. Essentially, they are 


meant to cut down the number of 


dollars that manufacturers can 
Spend on non-essential equipment, 


consumers On commodities they 
normally buy on credit. 

The power to administer most 
credit controls is held by the U. S. 
Federal Réserve System, which 
Since its founding in 1913 has be- 
come more and more the watch- 
dog of the U. S. dollar.

San Francisco (LPA) — Labor 
representation right at the top in 
the military agencies of govern- 
|}ment was demanded here by Jo- 
seph D. Keenan, secretary-treas- 
urer of the AFL Building Trades 
Dept. 


Keenan, who also is top labor 
representative .on the National 
Production Authority, voiced the 
demand in a militant address as 
guest speaker before the Metal 
Trades Dept. convention. 

“It makes my blood boil,” he 
declared, “when I read about the 
appointment of secretaries in the 
different departments of govern- 
ment. If there ever should be a 
labor man anywhere it should be 
as Secretary or Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, because 50 per 
cent of the things done in the 
Navy are done by working people. 
There isn’t anyone any better 
qualified to sit down and discuss 
conditions in the Navy Yard than 
a labor man. But what do they 
do? They go out and pick lawyers, 
bankers and professors; none of 
whom are acquainted with prac- 
tical conditions in the Navy or 
what the Navy does. 

“The same thing is true of the 
Air Corps. You must have mechan- 
ics to build airplanes—and good 
ones. Consequently, if there ever 
should be a labor man anywhere 
he should be an assistant in the 
Air Corps. That goes for the 
Army, Maritime Commission, ‘or 
any other agency of government, 
such as the Interior Department 
| or any other department. 

“I think we ought to go out of 
this convention, and all of our 
conventions, demanding important 
Places, because until this is done 
we won't get the efficiency that is 
necessary. 

“With the experience of World 
War II behind us, we will be sit- 
ting on the sidelines allowing 
them to kick us all over the lot. 
Let’s take the offensive.”

When business gets poor, as it is 
in the furniture trade right now, 
installment credit sellers start us- 
ing high-pressure sales tactics to 
induce moderate income families 
to buy their low-quality goods at 
high prices on “easy” credit terms. 

One of the most prominent tricks 
is to advertise that the trade-in 
allowance on your old refrigerator 
or other merchandise will cover 
the down payment on a new pur- 
chase. However, in many cases, 
enforcement authorities have found 
that customers were not given as 
much trade-in allowance as the 
ads had led them to expect, and 
in some. cases no trade-in at all 
was allowed.

This specialist is 
known as the “T.O.” (turn-over) 
man. If you’re ever in a situation 
like this, and you hear one sales- 
man say to another, 
tomer wants to buy the Burnside 
suite,” that’s your cue that you're 
going to get some rough treat- 
ment. In the shlag store “Burn- 
side” means the customer is “burn- 
ing up’—sore, angry. 

If you still insist on buying the 
advertised special, the salesman 
may take a deposit. But some 
days later you are likely to get 
a call that the furniture has been 
lost in transit and the money is 
being refunded. 


The tipoff to “shlag” tactics and 
fake sales is a salesman’s attempt 
to switch you to other merchan- 
dise. When you find the salesman 
disparaging the special, whether 
it’s one of those “rebuilt” vacuum 
cleaners widely advertised at $15- 
$20, or other household equipment, 
get out of that store. 

Another type of spurious bargain 
is jewelry, watches and silverware 
on credit. Some jewelry manufac- 
turers put above-normal price tags 
on watches, ete. and everybody 
of course sells below these prices. 
But some retailers — especially 
credit jewelers—use the fictitious 
list prices as a claim of higher 
value. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission in recent years has issued 
a number of “cease and desist” 
orders on such claims. 

But the most heartless gouge in 
the credit jewelry trade is > that 
perpetrated by firms who send out

There are three important poli- 
cies for every moderate income 
family to follow in order to avoid 
; getting caught in such situations: 
1. Buy for cash only. You al- 
| Ways get the lowest price that 
way. If there is something essen- 
tial for which you can’t wait te 
accumulate the cash, don’t go to 
an installment store; borrow the 
cash from your credit union or a 
regular commercial bank, and go 
shopping for the lowest price, not 
| the easiest terms. 

‘2. Read a sales contract before 
you sign, if you should buy on 
| Credit. The difference between an 
honest store or salesman, and an 
unscrupulous one, is that the eth- 
ical dealer will let you take all the 
time you need to study the con- 
| tract, even take it home first if 
you wish, while the credit shark 
rushes you or tells you it isn’t 
necessary to read the contract. 

3. Compare prices elsewhere. 
Always shep at least three stores 
befere you make an expensive 
purchase like furniture or jewelry, 
to see which offers both the lowest 
price for the item, and the lowest 
credit fee for buying in instali- 
| ments if that is necessary.
